letin, shows that Kush county peo- 
ple have' invested $5,357.75 in Thrift 
stamps and |War Savings certificates 
since April 1, when the last official 
report was issued.

the fact that Rush 
county is still 


lagging behind in the W. 'S. S.-cam- 
paign and is not living up to its re- 
cord for supporting 
war measures. 


Whereas in the report as of April 
1 the per capita sales of War Sav- 
ings stamps in Hush 'county was 
$2.60 it is only $2..1C in the current 
report. 


Rush county is a little Jess than 


$83,000 behind her quota. In order 
to reach her allotment of War 'Sav- 
ings stampsxfor the year, the county 
must buy $386,980 worth of stjimps, 
but up to April 20 only $45,343 had 
been invested in this form of gov- 
ernment securities here. The month- 
ly quota is $32,248.33. 


•What .the sales for the month of 


April have'been Jh Rush county will 
not be.knon-n for -a few" days ~ until 
Postmaster G. P. Hunt compiles' his 
report, but it is .expected that the 
month will show a big increase over 
previous -months. It
